Upon the referral of any conplaint or report

from the Departnent of State Police to the Attorney General

or upon receipt of any other complaint involving disparities

in the enforcenent of crimnal law within the scope of

Section 2605-395 of the Departnment of State Police Law, the

Attorney GCeneral shall investigate the natter. In connection

with the investigation, the Attorney General shall obtain

data under paragraph (8) of that Section. The Attorney

CGCeneral shall take any renedial or enforcenent neasures as

the investigation may reveal to be warranted. The Attorney

Gener al shal | publish an annual report of activities

undert aken under this Secti on.

Section 10. The Departnent of State Police Law of the
Cvil Admnistrative Code of Illinois is anmended by adding

Section 2605-395 as foll ows:

Conpil ati on of | aw enf or cenent

statistics.

(a) The Departnent shall have the following duties wth

respect to the compilation of crimnal hi story record

i nf ormati on:
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(1) To collect and correlate crimnal hi story

record infornmation, including crines conmtted, arrests

made, di spositions on prelimnary hearings, prosecutions,

convictions, acquittals, punishment, appeals, together

with the age, race or ethnicity, and sex of the offender,

and any other infornmation concerning crine and crimnals

as nay appear significant or helpful. To correlate this

i nformati on with t he oper ati ons of agencies and

institutions charged with the supervision of offenders

sent enced to pr obati on, condi ti onal di schar ge,

i nprisonnent in a penal i nstitution, or peri odi c

i mprisonnent and to offenders serving a termof parole or

mandatory supervised release, so as to show the vol une,

variety, and tendencies of crine and crimnals and the

adm nistration of the crimnal law in connection with the

arrest, trial, sentencing and the terns and conditi ons of

parole and mandatory supervi sed release of all crimnals

in this State.

(2) To collect, correlate, and mai nt ai n t he

followwng information reqgarding traffic | aw enforcenent

by every peace officer

(A) the nunber of drivers stopped for routine

traffic enforcenent by every peace officer and

whet her or not a citation or warni ng was i ssued;

(B) identifying characteristics of the drivers

st opped, i ncl udi ng t he race or ethnicity,

approxi rate age, and sex:

(C the alleged traffic violation that led to

(D)  whether or not a search was instituted as

a result of the stop;

(E) whether or not the vehicle, per sonal

effects, driver, or passenger oOr passengers were

searched, and the race or ethnicity, approxinmate
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age, and sex of each person searched;

(F) whether the search was conducted wth

consent, probable cause, or reasonable suspicion to

suspect a crinme, including the basis for the request

for consent, or the circunstances est abl i shi ng

pr obabl e cause or reasonabl e suspi ci on;

(G whether or not any contraband was found

and the type and anpbunt of any contraband;

(H whether or not any witten citation or any

oral or witten warning was issued as a result of

(1) whether or not an arrest was nade as a

result of either the stop or the search

(J) whether or not any property was seized,

with a description of that property;

(K) whether or not the officers making the

st op encount ered any physi cal resi stance from the

driver or passenger oOr passengers;

(L) whether or not the officers making the

stop engaged in the use of force against the driver,

passenger, or passengers for any reason;

(M whether or not any injuries resulted from

the stop; and

(N)  whet her or not t he ci rcunst ances

surrounding the stop were the subject of any

i nvestigati on, and t he results of t hat

i nvesti gati on.

The information required by this paragraph (2) is

not required to be collected in connection wth

roadbl ocks, vehicle checks, or checkpoints that are

consistent with the laws of this State and with the State

and federal constitutions, except when those stops result

in a warning, search, seizure, arrest, or any of the

other activity described in subparagraphs (D) through (N)
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of this paragraph (2).

(3) To transnit the information so collected to the

Center for Public Safety at Northwestern University.

(4 Information released under this Section nmay not

reveal the identity of any individual who i s stopped.

(5) Every |aw enforcenent agency shall collect and

transnmt to the Departnent, in such nanner and at such

tines as the Departnent nmay require, such data as it

requires to enable it to performits duties under this

Secti on.

(6) If t he Depar t ment recei ves a conpl ai nt

regardi ng i nproper crim nal | aw enforcenent, it shal

ref er t he conpl ai nt to the Attorney General f or

i nvesti gati on.

(7) In connection wth any investigation, t he

Departnent shall furnish to the Attorney General any and

al | pertinent information col |l ected, conpi | ed, or

anal yzed, including raw data, under this Section.

(8) Any statistically significant aberrati ons found

by the Departnent shall be referred to the Attorney

CGeneral for investigation.

(9) Fromany funds that nay be available for these

pur poses, t he Depart ment my nmake grants to | aw

enforcenent agencies to aid themin the performance of

duties inposed under paragraph (5) of this subsection

(a).

(b) The Departnent shall engage the services of the

Center for Public Safety at Northwestern University to nake

scientific study, analysis, and conpari son from the

i nformati on SO col | ect ed and correlated with simlar

i nformati on gathered by federal agencies, and to provide the

Governor, the Attorney General, and the General Assenbly with

the information so collected and anal yzed annually, or nore

often if required by the Governor.
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(c) In analyzing the data collected under this Section,

the Center for Public Safety at Northwestern University shal

scrutinize the data for evidence of statistically significant

aberrations. The 0.05 level of statistical significance shal

be presuned to be evidence of an aberration. The foll ow ng

list, which is illustrative and not exclusive, contains

exanpl es of ar eas in which statistically significant

aberrations may be found:

(1) the per cent age of mnority drivers or

passengers being stopped in a given area i s substantially

hi gher than the proportion of the overall population in

or traveling t hr ough the area that the mninority

constitutes;

(2) a substantial nunber of false stops, including

stops not resulting in the issuance of a traffic ticket

or the neking of an arrest;

(3) a disparity between the proportion of citations

issued to mnorities and the proportion of nmnorities in

t he popul ati on;

(4) a disparity anong the officers of the sane | aw

enforcenent agency with regard to the nunber of mnority

drivers or passengers being stopped in a given area; and

(5) a disparity between the frequency of consent

searches perforned on nmnority drivers or passengers and

t he frequency of consent sear ches perforned on

non-mnority drivers or passengers.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect wupon

becom ng | aw.
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
